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VBT OKs 
contract with 
police command

After years of negotiating a Police Officers 
Labor Council Command Contract has 
been approved by the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees. 

At its regular meeting on Sept. 18, the 
board voted unanimously to approve the 
contract that runs from Jan. 1, 2010 to Dec. 
31, 2013. 

The POLC Command Unit members had 
previously approved the contract. 

Public Safety Director Carl McClanahan 
and Treasurer Sharry Budd worked on 
the negotiating committee. Budd was not 
present at the Sept. 18 meeting, and Director 
McClanahan presented the proposal to the 
board. 

The contract includes a wage freeze, 
but active officers will receive a $750 
signing bonus as of July 2012 following 
ratification of the contract, and a $500 
bonus in July 2013. 

Health insurance will have employees 
contributing 10% of the cost of coverage 
and will convert to a 10/40 drug card. 
Retirees will be covered by BCBS PPO or 
HMO. 

The Township agreed to opt out of P.A. 
152 for 2012 and 2013. 

There are changes in bereavement leave 
and the procedure for filling overtime, 
being offered to officers in the unit in 
the reverse order of the amount of hours 
worked, without regard to rank. 

There are changes to job assignment 
procedures, pay upon separation, and 
transfer of sick time. 

The maximum sick time accumulation 
will be 400 hours and the maximum 
accumulation of compensatory time shall 
be 72 hours. 

The contract language agrees that 
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Motorists may want to avoid the Ecorse and Belleville Road intersection from now until next August because construction is underway 
that funnels traffic to two lanes everywhere and cuts off the service drives. The project was recently awarded to Angelo Iafrate 
Construction Company. The eastbound lanes of Ecorse Road will be reconstructed this summer and fall. One lane of traffic in each 


direction will be maintained on the existing westbound lanes of Ecorse Road during this 


timeframe. The sanitary sewer and water 


main construction will take place this fall, as well. A winter shutdown will occur and in the spring of 2013, the remaining construction 
will begin including finishing the sanitary sewer installation, the reconstruction of the South Service Drive, and the westbound lanes of 


Ecorse Road. 


Newborn left at front door of VBT Fire Station No. 1 


On Saturday, Sept. 22, at 8:39 p.m. Van 
Buren Township Police Dispatch received 
a911 call from an anonymous caller stating 
while driving by the Fire Station on Hull 
Road he observed a baby being dropped off 
and no one was answering the door. 
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VBT Police Captain Greg Laurain told 
the story in a news release on Tuesday. 

The caller couldn’t give a description of 
the person, vehicle or say how he knew it 
was a baby being left, then hung up. 

Van Buren Dispatch notified the fire crew 
personnel at station #1 of the call and 
upon checking the front door discovered 
a newborn baby girl on the front step 
wrapped in a towel. 

Huron Valley Ambulance was called 
while fire crew personnel performed a 
medical evaluation on the newborn. The 


baby appeared to be in stable condition 
but was being treated for hypothermia 
and respiratory issues while in-route to 
University of Michigan Hospital. 

Doctors at U of M stated the baby was 
just hours old and was in stable condition 
but the baby was admitted to the Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit for observation. 

Police Investigators identified the 17- 
year-old 911caller and during an interview 
with police he admitted that he and his girl

language regarding assignment of take- 
home vehicles will be placed in the 
contract. 

In other business at the Sept. 18 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved Supervisor Paul White’s 
reappointment of Ronald Merrit II to the 
Environmental Commission, with a term to 
expire Oct. 1, 2015; 

e Approved Supervisor White’s 
reappointments of Donald Boynton and 
Carl Johnson to the Planning Commission 
with terms to expire Oct. 1, 2015; 

e Approved Supervisor White’s 
reappointments of Marian Caldwell, Harold 
Gant, Helen Wylie, Edwin Seyfried, Jane 
Kovach, and Carol Dolph to the Cultural 
Advisory Committee with terms to expire 
Oct. 1, 2013. The board also extended the 
committee’s work for another year; 

e Approved Wade Trim’s proposal of 
$42,800 to provide plans and specifications 
for replacement of three sewer pump 
stations: Haggerty at Robbe (which serves 
17 homes), Ryznar (29 homes) and North 
Shore (17 homes). The project is expected 
to cost about $500,000. In the future they 
will work on Parkwood, Harbour Club, and 
Beckley stations; 

e Removed from the agenda a proposed 
contract with Davenport Brothers for 
installation of a handicap-access walking/ 
bike path and permanent picnic areas at Van 
Buren Park, because of problems perceived 
by board members with the bidding and 
contract. The only other bidder was Blue 
Ribbon, who was low bidder and also is 
a local company. Andrew Burns, deputy 
director of Parks and Recreation, said he 
would rework the project. Wayne County 
has offered a $40,000 grant for the work; 

e Heard Trustee Al Ostrowski say the 
board passed a motion concerning the 
co-generation plant at Visteon at its last 
meeting and the attorney said it wasn’t a 
good motion. Ostrowski crumpled up the 
attorney’s opinion and threw it off the board 
table to show his distain. Trustee Denise 
Partridge had asked for the co-generation 
item to be placed on that evening’s agenda 
as old business, but Supervisor Paul White 
refused. White said it was the attorney’s 
opinion that the motion was unacceptable 
and the board can’t interfere in planning 
commission business. “Out of courtesy to 
the board it should have been removed,” 
Partridge said, referring to the item on the 
planning commission agenda that the board 
wanted removed, which was not removed 
but voted upon and passed. White replied 
that the planning commission voted on 
the item and so there’s no longer an issue. 
Partridge said the public has some issues 
to discuss and White said issues can be 
discussed, but there’s nothing the board 
can do about the decision and ‘““There’s no 


unfinished business”; 

e Discussed Aerotropolis and whether it is 
worth the $25,000 per year the Downtown 
Development Authority is paying so the 
township can belong. Supervisor White 
said the Wayne County Aerotropolis name 
is expected to be changed to Vantage Port 
shortly to separate it from the three other 
Aerotropoli in the state. DDA Executive 
Director Susan Ireland said the DDA will 
discuss the matter. John Delaney called the 
Aerotropolis project “a Ponzi scheme”; 

e Heard Public Safety Director Carl 
McClanahan introduce 
VBT’s newest police 
officer William 
Kirkland. He said 
Officer Kirkland has 
an associate’s degree 
in criminal justice, 
spent eight months as a 
dispatcher for Dearborn 
Heights PD,and worked 
briefly as an officer for the Huron Clinton 
Metroparks; and 

e Listened to about 90 minutes of public 
comment from 17 speakers. During this part 
of the meeting, Supervisor White recessed 
the meeting for 10 minutes, so police could 
arrest Delaney on charges of disturbing the 
meeting. Delaney was ticketed, and did not 
return to the meeting. 

LDFA resolution 

At the work/study session on Sept. 17, 
the board heard Michael Dotson, chairman 
of the VBT Local Development Finance 
Authority, tell the board there is a resolution 
the LDFA passed with recommendations 
for action in the case of the Visteon bonds. 

He said the LDFA wants to be together 
with the township board step by step trying 
to avoid potential pitfalls with the Visteon 
bonds. The board went into executive 
session on Sept. 17 to discuss with its 
attorney the LDFA resolution, but Dotson 
was not in that meeting.

friend are the parents of the baby they left 

on the step of the Fire Station door that 

night. 

The caller further told police that they 
first went to the Oakwood Hospital Clinic 
in the City of Belleville but found that it 
was closed. Only after knocking on the Fire 
Station door and receiving no response did 
he call 911 to make sure the baby was taken 
in. The young parents told police that they 
were both afraid of reactions from their 
parents causing them to leave the baby at a 
safe location after birth. 

Social Workers along with Child 
Protective Services were immediately 
notified and currently are taking an active 
role in the incident.

Elementary students all getting 
free breakfasts to start their days

All the students in the four elementary 
schools left in the Van Buren Public Schools 
District are getting free breakfasts before 
starting their school days and the district is 
making a profit of $354.80 per day. 

Karen Sanders, the district’s supervisor 
of Food Service, explained the Universal 
Breakfast Program to the school board at 


Under the “Safe Delivery of Newborns 
Law” that became effective Jan. 1, 2001, 
parents may surrender an infant to an 
emergency service provider, be that a 
hospital, fire department, police department 
or a call to 911 from any location and 
remain anonymous. 

By surrendering the newborn, the parents 
are releasing the newborn to a child-placing 
agency to be placed for adoption. Parents 
will have 28 days to petition the Circuit 
Court, Family Division to regain custody 
of the newborn if they change their minds. 

“We are glad that the parents made the 
decision to surrender the newborn to an 
emergency provider giving the infant a safe 
haven while allowing us and the proper 
agencies to intervene in this matter,” said 
Captain Laurain. 


Monday’s meeting. 

She said last year the district served 800 
breakfasts, when they were free, reduced, 
and paid by students. This year they are 
serving breakfasts to 1,170 elementary 
students and coming out ahead with no 
money changing hands. 

She said the children go directly from their 
buses to their classrooms and that’s where 
they consume their milk, juice or fruit, and 
bread (such as muffins) or cereal. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said the 
children have accidents handling the food, 
but it’s all a part of learning life skills. He 
said, actually, the Kindergartners did better 
than the first graders that morning. 

Supt. Van Tassel said in planning the 
eating he was concerned with timing and 
said the children lose less academic time 
if they eat in their rooms rather than in the 
cafeteria. 

School Board President Martha Toth said 
the program is available because the school 
district is in the “Severe Rate” with the 
district having over 40% eligible for free 
and reduced lunches in the 2010-11 school 
year. 

That has grown to more than 50% now. 

For example, Sanders said, Edgemont has 
served an average of 313 breakfasts each 
day and of that number 181 are eligible free

Get ready: BIG 


election creeping up 


Next Wednesday, Oct. 3, a public local 
Candidate Forum will be held at 6:30 p.m. at 
Owen Intermediate School, formerly called 
South Middle School. 

Then, on the next day, Oct. 4, at 7 p.m. 
Larry Fix, a write-in candidate for Van 
Buren Township Supervisor, will hold a 
Meet & Greet at Wayne County Community 
College’s Western Campus at 9555 Haggerty 
Road in VBT. 

The Candidate Forum is being put on by 
the Belleville Area Women’s Club, which has 
introduced candidates to us in the past with 
these forums. This is a great opportunity to 
see the candidates in action and to hear them 
speak, however briefly that may turn out to 
be. 

The General Election is Nov. 6 and it 
will be here before we know it. The sample 
ballots are now at all the clerks’ offices for 
people to pick up and study — and they are 
huge: two sides of two pages, making four 
pages in all of votes. 

On page 1 are the partisan candidates, 
including President of the U.S., down to 
township candidates. Turn the ballot over and 
on page 2 are the non-partisan candidates, 
from Supreme Court judges to local school 
board members and local district library 
candidates. Pages 3 and 4 are state proposals, 
county proposals, and in Sumpter the fire 
millage renewal. These are followed by a 
WCCC millage proposal. About a dozen 
proposals in all — depending where you live. 

As Sumpter Township Clerk Clarence 
Hoffman said Tuesday, “It’s going to be a 
long night on Election Day.” Get ready. 


One of our readers called me on Sept. 17 
to tell me about something he had just seen. 
The message was left in my home phone at 
about 4:42 p.m. He said he had seen a Van 
Buren school bus pulled over to the side 
of the road at East Huron River Drive and 
Haggerty road, with two kids out of the 
bus. There were also four VBT police cars 
with their lights flashing and a HVA unit. 
I asked VBT Public Safety Director Carl 
McClanahan about it. He looked into it and 
reported: 

“On Monday, Sept. 17, 2012 at 
approximately 4 p.m. two juveniles were 
engaged in fighting on a school bus. The 
police were notified and responded to E. 
Huron River Dr. and Haggerty Rd. HVA 
also responded because one of the juveniles 
had a bloody nose.

I’m no longer candidate 
for VBT Supervisor 


To the Editor: 

On Sept. 11, I was notified from the 
Township Clerk’s Office that previous 
information conveyed about my candidacy 
was incorrect. 

After the August primary, Mr. Wright’s 
office assured me my name would be printed 
on the November ballot for Township 
Supervisor. 

According to Leon Wright, when the 
township received the November ballot 
from Wayne County in September, I was not 
listed. Upon Mr. Wright’s inquiry to Wayne 
County they informed him I did not meet 
criteria for a write-in candidate according 
to the election code 116-1954, something 
Mr. Wright and his staff did not know. 

Mr. Wright also gave me contact 
information to the state elections office to 
confirm these findings. Upon inquiry, it was 
confirmed I did not receive the minimum 
number of votes for a write-in candidate. 

Further, if I choose to run on the November 
ballot I must file again as a write-in candidate 
with no party affiliation on the ticket. At 
this time, with no name recognition, I find it 
impossible to capture financial support and 
enough name recognition to effectively win 
enough votes as a write-in candidate. 

I believe the township loses, the voters 
of this community lose, and our future is 
at risk from a lack of choice in the number 
of qualified candidates for leadership 
positions. 

During my inquiry with the State Elections 
Board, I asked what we as acommunity could 
do to prevent this type of confusion in the 
future. They recommended if the township 
does not know all specific requirements for 
candidates running for office, they should 
contract the local process to Wayne County 
to be sure of having accurate execution of 
protocol and information throughout the 
election process. 

I’m very disappointed and find the voters 
of Van Buren Township are left with less- 
than-qualified options.

students, 22 are eligible reduced students, 
and 110 are full-pay students. 

These figures decide the average federal 
reimbursement the district will receive. 

Edgemont brings in a profit of $116.42 
per day. 

The Severe Rate for 2012-13 shows 
reimbursement of $1.85 each for free 
students, $1.55 for reduced students, 
and $0.27 for paid students. The average 
breakfast cost is $0.71. 

Savage School has 164 paid students, 12 
reduced, and 76 free, so it averages a loss 
of $35.44 per day on the federal breakfast 
scale. 

Transportation 

About 14 school bus drivers came 
to Monday’s meeting to support their 
new supervisor of transportation John 
Bojanowski and bus driver Beverly Porter, 
who spoke of their concerns. 

Bojanowski was on the agenda to give a 
transportation update, but the agenda had 
Porter speaking first. 

Porter said she drives a school bus and 
the drivers appreciate the board hiring 
Bojanowski, who is doing well and is 
developing an atmosphere and team spirit 
to make everything work. 

“Let transportation fix these things 
ourselves,” Porter said. “Me and the other 
drivers want to fix it ourselves ... Why not 
see if it can work?” she asked. 

“We can pull this off — all of us together,” 
Porter said, and the bus drivers in the 
audience applauded. 

After use of the shuttle buses to transport 
students to various schools caused a big 
problem during the first days of school, the 
administration moved in to help. 

Bojanowski, who said as of Monday he 
had only been on the job here 28 days, said 
they have now eliminated the shuttles from 
Edgemont, Savage, and Owen and it has 
worked out well. 

He noted the ECDC students are on 
time and 80% of the schools of choice 
assignments have been made. He said they 
need to hire two more bus drivers. 

“Everything’s calmed down now,” he 
said. When he was asked about the slow- 
up at Ecorse Road construction, he said 
they are trying to keep bus rides down to 
45 minutes to an hour for everybody. 

He said the buses are being filled right to 
the limits and they have resolved most of 
the daycare issues. 

The bus drivers also applauded 
Bojanowski’s report. 

Board Trustee Brent Mikulski said he went 
over to pick up his children from school and 
he watched the students interacting with 
the bus drivers and was very impressed. He

said the drivers appeared happy and he saw 
one child give a driver a bag of candy. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the appointment of Tiffany 
Hall, mother of a special education child, 
to a three-year term on the Parent Advisory 
Committee at Wayne RESA; 

e Heard a district enrollment update using 
Monday’s count of 5,314. Last spring the 
count was 5,302 and last fall’s count was 
5,357. The official count day is Oct. 3. 
Mikulski said this year’s count, so far, is 
near the Plante Moran estimate, but he is 
concerned about the number of students 
in grades K-4 being significantly less. He 
said PM has estimated 1,931 and the count 
is about 80 less than that. Toth said every 
time an elementary school closes, students 
are lost. She said one-third of the district’s 
elementary schools were closed and the loss 
is not that much. Van Tassel said in October 
they would be studying why students left. 
He reminded them of the study PM made, 
noting there were fewer children being 
born. “Are we going to fight over them?” 
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he asked. Mikulski said he would like to 
see school of choice numbers, in and out; 

e Approved hiring of the following 
teachers: Cynthia Spurlock as Speech 
Pathologist, Cherita Hill at Edgemont, 
and Kyle Paruskiewicz at Belleville High 
School; 

e Approved the requested terminations 
of two paraprofessionals: Jack Loria and 
Angelique Whitt, both who resigned as of 
Sept. 20 after six years; 

e Heard a member of the audience ask 
that the board consider hiring people laid 
off by the district for jobs, rather than 
retired people who have income from their 
retirement. This set off a long discussion 
on unnamed people who are subbing in 
some positions. Shonta Langford-Green, 
director of human resources, explained 
how substitutes are hired through PESG 
(Professional Educational Services Group) 
and the district no longer hires substitutes. 
The district also uses EDUstaff for subs, 
she said. Trustee Scott Russell asked Green 
to see if it’s possible for EDUstaff to give 
preference to laid-off workers before retired

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Charges dismissed 
against Mullins when 


wife won’t testify

Two felon in possession of firearms 
charges, plus two other weapons charges, 
were dismissed by 34" District Court Judge 
David Parrott on Sept. 5 after the only 
witness called to court was the defendant’s 
wife, who refused to testify. 

All charges against Jeffrey Allen Mullins, 
45, were dropped when his wife Kelly Jean 
Mullins, 42, got on the stand and said she 
would not testify against her husband. 

The prosecutor said she attempted 
to interview Mrs. Mullins before the 
preliminary exam that had been set for her 
husband that morning, but Mrs. Mullins 
had decided not to testify because he was 
her husband. She said they were married 
March 16, 2001 in a legal ceremony and 
they have two children. 

The prosecutor said there was a 7-year- 
old son who could have been called to 
testify, but she would have to discuss this 
with her supervisors. The move appeared 
unlikely. 

She told the judge she was unable to 
proceed without her witness. 

A motion by the defense to dismiss charges 
against Mullins without prejudice was 
approved by Judge Parrott who directed 
Mullins’ bond money to be refunded and 
told him he was free to go. 

VBT Detective Louis Keele said the case 
started when the young son found two guns 
in the garage and told his mother, who 
called police. They live in the 5900 block 
of Winchester. 

Det. Keele said at least the police 
department got two guns off the street and 
out of the hands of a felon as a result of 
the case. 

Keele said Mullins was held by Washtenaw 
County Sheriff’s Department for a couple 
weeks on a probation absconding charge 
before VBT could take him to trial. He said 
he believes Washtenaw is not done with 
him since getting arrested on gun charges 
is a violation of his probation. 

Mullins’ latest prison sentence in 
Washtenaw County was in August 2009 for 
resisting arrest, assaulting police officers, 
and fleeing.
